(Lucky) Baldwin died at his home - at 
Arcadia on Baldwin's ranch ut 7 o'clock 
thin morning after nn-illness of'Several 
weeks. He was 81 years of ago. 


No man identified with horse breed- 


ing nnd the racing of thorough breds 
was more widely known throughout the 
country than ('Lucky) Baldwin. Even 
the weight of his business did not .suffice 
to diminish his interest in turf matters 
and while horses bred by his trainers 
were winning races on distant tracks, 
trie owner of the vast estate near- Los 
Angeles liv/d the luxurious life of an 
old Spanish don with an army of em: 
ploycs and retainers on his great ranch, 
which has become one of the showplaccs 
of southern California. 


Came to Racine. 


"Lucky" Baldwin was born on a farm 
six miles outside of Hamilton, 111., and 
on his father's estate he acquired the 
taste for fast horses that made him a. 
familiar figure at many a track. Dur- 
ing his boyhood the family moved into 
Indiana and thence to Racine, 
Wis., 


where Baldwin engaged in the mere'hau- 
dine business. In 1853 Baldwin sold out 
nnd came to 
San 
Francisco. Almost 


from the first his Ventures were attend- 
ed with the success that won him the 
nobrio,uet by which he. is best known in 
the west. 


It was at Saratoga, X. Y., while 


-watching'the races,, that' lie decided to 
acquire a stable of his own. Many of

ring -after he had cashed a bet on the 
animal'he favored, 
(.irimstead and lln- 


thcrford were two of his horses purchas- 
ed in this mariner. He won the Ameri- 
can derby four times, with The Emperor 
of Norfolk, Silver- Cloud, Volante and 
Key El Santa Anita. 


Unconscious At Death. 


Death came quietly after an illness of 


wvornl weeks Mr, Baldwin having been 
unconscious for 
several hours before 


his death. 
At his bedside -were Mrs. 


Baldwin, their daughter, «. niece nnd 
other relatives. 


Mr. Baldwin's illness, 
which 
bcg.in 


with n serious sinking spell Feb. -. was 
preceded by an attack of inlluenzn. with 
which he suffered for several weeks. His 
wonderful vitality nnd grim determina- 
tion'to recover brought him through sev- 
eral recurrent heart attacks, but they 
gradually weakened him. 


Funeral arrangements have not been 


announced*. 
Mr. Baldwin's possessions 


are scattered up and down the length 
of the, state. He purchased a ranch at 
Santa Anita for $200,000 and built a 
splendid hotel at the southern end of 
Lake Tuhoe, and in San Francisco 
he 


Imilt and established the hotel and thea- 
ter that lx>re his name. Mining ventures 
in Nevada added materially to his for- 
tune.

According to'the story from Milwau- 


kee, Morgan occupies a. cell in the lower 
tier on the first floor, where .all danger- 
ous criminals arc confined, in .order that 
they may be always under the .watchful- 
eye of the jailor. ' When prisoners arc 
fed at noontime, a long table in the 
rear of the long corridor, is set for them. 


Hid Under Cot. 


The custom is for the' prisoners to 


come out of the cells and march in one 
long line past each cell and take their 
seuti at the table! Morgan is said to-; 
have followed • the' custom' and 
joined 


the marchers. It w,is-noticed, however, 
that he wore his coat, but this did' not • 
attract any particular attention. 
Usu- 


ally prisoners arc in their shirt sleeve?. 
During the march, circling around the • 
corridor, Morgan is said to'have slipped 
quietly out of line'and glided unseen-' 
into an open eel! near the door. 
Here 


he secreted himself under a cot, in the- 
hope that he could remain there unde- 
tected and slip out into . the . office of 
the jailor and escape to the street. An 
opportunity of this kind might come, 
when all of the prisoner* were eating 
with backs to the door and when the ( 
turnkey entered the room with food. 


A Daring Chance. 


It was a daring chance md one that 


only a desperate and hardened criminal 
would take: for the chances of getting 
avray are remote indeed. 
So Morgan 


was discovered. Jailor Roth happened 
into the room and his trained eye "at 
oii(-e discovered that one man was miss- 
ing and the alarm was given. 
Morgur* 


was dragged out from under the cot. 
crestfallen and cheap looking and 'wins 
locked in.his cell. He was taken before 
Judge Neclen and was held to the Muni- 
cipal court for trial, bonds being, fi.ved 
in the sum of'$5,000. He was silent and 
refused to tell who his partners in crime 
were. 


There is a belief among officers that 


Morgan lied and that he only had one 
accomplice in the daring robbery at the 
bank of the messenger boy.

some of the money, other than the $57.3 
found in the box which he threw' away 
in the rear of Hartwig's cigar 'store and" 
on his person.

• There were several test cases in the 
courts during the past two yeara as to 
whether tobacco wrapped in a tobacco 
wrapper 
was a. cigarette. This would 


prevent any quibbling over the law as 
applied to persons under eighteen years 
of age, by forbidding the use of cigars 
or tobacco "in any form."

His points were very clear, and Chief 
.Justice \Vaite passed a slip of paper 
along the bench, upon which was writ- 
ten the question: • 


"Shall we grant the motion?'1 


Each judge, as he read it, wrote the 


word "yes" on the paper, and when it 
was returned to the chief justice the 
latter internipted the counsel to say 
that liis motion was granted and that it 
\vou Id-not be necessary for the court to 
hear any further argument. 


The learned counsel was so deaf that 


he did not understand what the chief 
justice had said, and. turning to Matt- 
Carpenter, who »at beside him at the 
table, inquired ill a stage whisper: 


"What did he say':" 
"He said tbat the court is tired of 


hearing you talk, and rather than be 
bored by you any longer they will grunt 
vour motion.'1

court in surprise and asUcd: 


"Do .1 'understand that the motion is 


granted';" 


"That is the action of the court.'1 an-.

The message of Governor Davidson to 


the legislature calling for state regula- 
tion of water powers is important. Here- 
tofore every session has seen most val- 
uable dam, reservoir and water power 
laws enacted conferring great powers 
and in form of everlasting franchises and 
without one cent of compensation to the 
state or of any guarding whatever of 
rights of the people. 


Governor Davidson calls upon tho legis- 


lature to enact a statute bearing upon 
this highly important matter. All fran- 
chises of the state to be given by a 
commission Or board provided for by the 
statutes, though as long as we have a 
utility commission, such might as well 
have this matter ia hand. Then a com- 
pensation is called for, and leases given 
for long terms of years, though the gov- 
ernor might have amended this by say- 
ing a reasonable, number of years.

' Tho water powers of tho state yet un- 
developed, says Dr. Birge of the stato

horsepower 


This estimate is based on the capacity 
of installed turbines. The undeveloped 
powers, estimated on the basis of the 
minimum flow for tho entire year, reprc 
sent about 350,000 -horsepower, and CB 
timated on the basis of the minimum 
flow for the highest six months, Ihej 
ftrc.abpat 853,000 horsepower. In,,nios' 
large power installations 
provision i 


made J'or the use of steam power help 
ing out in tinics of .-low water; so tha 
if all of thcso powers were utilized th 
amount of horsepower installed would b 
far in excess of 350,000.

;he annoyance of the members of the leg- 
slaturc who sought to recover fees sup- 
joscd to have been illegajly retained by 
lorjtier ' insui'nncc commissioners since 
1878, it has been discovered tJuit a. law 
was passed in 1905 that barred collection 
on tho part .of the State prior to 189fl. 
The state treasurer sought to linve the 
attorney general begin action against'all 
seven insurance commissioners who have 
iserved the state for the collection of 
fees retained by them. While the at- 
torney general declined to start the suits 
until legislative invesligaton had been 
had, it has since been discovered that 
actions can be. maintained only against 
Emil Giljohann, Zeno M. 
Host, 
and 


George E. Beedle, who have served with- 
iri the ten-year period. 


. The law which bars recovery prior lo 
1899 reads as follows: "Any other action 
in! favor of the state, whether created 
by statutes or otherwise, must be com- 
mented within ten years after the cause 
of action therefor has accrued." 


.Some members of the legislature arc 


now making an investigation to ascer 
tain how such a law came to be passer. 
So far all that has been discovered is 
that it is the first law passed at the 
1&05 session of the legislature, and was 
undoubtedly enacted to relieve the rail- 
roads who were then being sued for li- 
cense fees on nnreported gross earnings. 
Before the week is passed the joint com- 
mittee.-on finance, bank* and insurance 
wilt have taken some notion relative to 
the investigation of the' insurance de- 
partment. It is believed that State 
Treasurer Dahl.wlll address another let- 
ter io the attorney general calling 'his 
attention to the newly-discovered statute 
that no person may cspape with a large 
license, fee retained by him thnt other- 
wise might belong to the state.

crime except counterfeiting has called

Roosevelt, this time addressed to Acting 
Chairman Hnlo of the Senate appropria- 
tions committee. The immediate occas- 
ion lor the letter and its text is found 
iii statements made in a report by Sen- 
ator Humenway on the work of the se- 
cret service.

the Department of Justice .und' tftc De; 
partment ofl:th«•.'Interior," and rnention?

brought to justice hitd tlwrestriction ex- 
isted during •HKlT'-und the first half of 
1008. -Ha shows: that the new secret 
service staff, "plarined for the Department 
of Justice, must, if it is to be success- 
ful, do its work in precisely the 
way 


Chief Wilkie has done his work, and he 
recommends 'that Chief Wilkie and his 
men be transferred to the Department of 
Justice, as he has repeatedly advised be- 
fore.' His statements, so far as they re- 
late-to the Interior Department and the 
Department of Justice, nre checked nnd 
approved by the heads of those depart- 
ments. The whole letter meets at every 
point the charges made by those mem- 
b«ra of Congi'css- who have so strenuous- 
ly objected to the proper prosecution anil 
punishment of official criminals and of 
"offenders of great wealth and of Social 
arfd/political prominence."
